It is a pleasure to record a few of the highlights of soccer during 
the past year and to take a look forward to the future. The visit of 
the famous Legia Football Club of Warsaw makes it a most appro 
priate occasion for such a review. 

Without doubt the supreme achievement in 1974 was that of the 
‘Socceroos’ in reaching the World Cup Finals held in West Germany 
and this focused the spotlight on soccer throughout Australia. No 
praise is too high for their efforts. 

During 1974 Victoria recorded its second victory over xn overseas 
club when they defeated English League side Bristol Rovers; they 
also emerged with credit against Hungarian side Feranevaros. 

The agreement between the Victorian Soccer Federation. and 
GTV9 to televise live a weekly State League Championship game 
proved successful. For the players there were added incentives to 
be won such as the Chrysler car donated by Frankston Chrysler. 

‘Sponsorship for soccer came into its own in 1974. Ampol, who 
have been with soccer for the past two decades, were joined in 
foree by Rothmans, who now sponsor both the State and Metro- 
itan League Championships along with the cup competitions.

Publicity is the means by which soccer in Victoria must full 
expend itself on and only a determined effort by all concerned 
bring forth the reward of recognition that will surely come in its 
wake, 

‘Along with the coverage on television by Channel 9 the daily 
‘and weekly newspapers from all sections have greatly increased» 
their content of local soccer news during the past year, Overseas 
televised games on both Channel 7 and Channel 2 have also been 
contributors in making the public aware of soccer. 

During 1975 the public eye will be turned more than ever on the 
Stale and Metropolitzn League clubs. With the now established 
Australian Soccerpools the playing form of those clubs on the 
coupons will be dissected to 4 degree never before experienced by 
soccer clubs in Australia.The clubs involved will benefit enormously 
from the exposure. 

‘Another first for Victorian soccer was the cash grant received 
from State Government, through the Minister of Youth, Sport and 
Recreation, for coaching and instructional purposes. 

‘The growth of juniors in Victorian soccer is literally bursting at 
the seams, The juniors are the grass roots of the game and it was 
a pleasure in 1974 to witness the Vietorixn Under 16s so convine- 
ingly become Australian Champions when they defeated New South 
‘Wales in Perth, They proved that Victorian youngsters are amongst 
the best soccer prospects in the country.
